A Woman Lives for a Year With- 
out Hating or Drinking. 


Phenomenal Medical Case—Her Condi- 
tion Caused by the Extraction 
of a Tooth.

DETROIT, October 7.—Rev. John B. Gilman 
died yesterday at Manchesterinthis State, 
aged fifty-nine. He had been Grand Master of 


‘the Odd Follows of this State and Representa- 


tive to the United States Grand Lodge, and 
was an active member of the fraternity for 
years. Lately he was pastor of the Universal- 


ist Church at Macomb, Il. 


A special to the Post and Tribune 
gives the following remarkable his- 
tory occurring at Battle Creek, 


this State: Just one year ago this week 
Mrs. Nellie Ingram, of this city, who had been 
suffering from severe neuralgia in her teeth, 
concluded to have one of her molars extracted. 
Accordingly she repaired to the eflice of a den- 
tist, Mr. M. Merritt, for that purpose. She 
was then enjoying the best health and weighed 
180 pounds. The tooth was a very troublesome 
one, and in the jaw firm and fust, and the pain 
which she endured from the extraction was 


so excruciating as to shock her nervous sys- 
tem to such a degree that she experienced a 
shock of nervous prostration whicn ended in 
paralysis of the stomach. A carriage was 
called and she was conveyed toher home ina 
precarious condition. She suffered for several 
days with cramps in the bowels. When she 
attempted to eat food it refused to remain on 
the stomach and produced the most violent 
itching pains, sothat she was obliged to give it 
up. It soon became evident to her physicians 
that she could not be kept alive by means of 
nourishment, as not a particle of food passed 
her lips. Injections were, therefore, given her, 
and life has thus been prolonged tora oa? by 
the process of absorption of the food by the 
walls of the intestines. Baths of beef tea, milk 
and such nutritious liquid form were also 
given her, with an occasional bath of alcohol 
to keep the pores open. She has 
thus lived twelve months, not a 
article of food passing her lips, 
ite being supported entirely this way. When 
she is hungry both milk or beef tea or an injec- 
tion of the same satisfies her appetite tne same 
as though eaten in the usual way. But although 
this ratherthin diet keeps her alive it does 
not prove very fattening, as she has reduced 
her weight inthis time from 1s0 to about 70 
pounds, or at the rate of two pounds per week 


loss. Her face has guite a healthy appearance 
and would not strike one as 
belonging to a person whose body 


was so emaciated as to be little less than ‘skin 
and bone. She.is only able to obtain about 
two or three hours’ sleep nightly, and that to- 
wards morning, when the vitalityjof the body 
is very low. With the returning 
activity of the senses she begins the retchimgs, 
which the spasmodic actions of nature con- 
tinue through the day and until her system is 
completely exhausted and she again fallsinto 
the sleep described. Thestrainon her nerv- 
ous system has been so-~ great that 
she has now lost her reason, and her voice 
is so weak that she can speakonly in a low 
whisper, and she continually grows worse, so 
that her death is daily expected. The case has 
been frequently described and the accounts 
have been widely copied and have created no 
littleinterest. Letters are being received by 
her physicians from all partsot the United 
States. ‘

To-Day’s Visitors and Awards— 
The Departments.

Yesterday’s Crowd Over 72,000 and the 
Receipts Nearly $28,000. 


The fifth day of the St. Louis Fair bade fair 
at the opening to keep fully upto the standard 
of former years. The crisp, clear weather was 
just what holiday makers demand, and quite 
a throng was anticipated at the grounds. The 
climax of the wéek, however, has evidently 
passed with Thursday, and while the grounds 
are certainly full of people they Jook empty 
compared with. yesterday. The booth- 
keepers have a jaded, tired look as 
though they had made more money than they 
knew what to do with, and the sandwiches 
seem wilted and the beer flat. Everybody is 
more or less in the frame of mind of revelers 
on the morning after an orgie. There are 
quite a mumber of swelled heads, and itis 
whispered that many of the booths were not 
deserted till a very late hour last night. 


Yesterday, too, the pickpockets and petty 
thieves got their work in at a livelv rate. 
Over twenty arrests were made, but quite a 
large number of thefts were reported wherein 
the delinquent had not been nabbed. By yes- 
terday evening nearly all the awards had been 


made, except those in the arerns 
and the cattle herds, work which 
will be disposed of as soon as possible. At the 
Police station constant inquiry is being 


made for articles lost or stolen yesterday. The 
sun came out brightly and strongly a little af- 
ter ten and the result was soon evident inthe 
increased number of people present. Except 
Thursday, of course, this is the best day of the 
week and the crowd whieh began arriving in 
considerable numbers about ten at noon over- 
ran the whole grounds.

lifting 800 tons; a double-barreled steam 
capstan, operated in the same manneR 
and capable of lifting2,000 tons; capstans 
worked by cranks and bars also; a bilge water 
pump, styled Edson’s diaprhagm pump, which 
with the labor of one man, is credited with a 
capacity for 150 gallons a minute, which can be 
raised to the height of twenty feet. The sin- 
gle-barreled steam Capstan] is so arranged as 
to be.moved by crank.or bar. 

Honorable mention was also made of Ward 
& Brady’s display of heavy manillacable. 

The entry which arrived late was Dollens& 
Gall’s corn-cutting machine, drawn by horse- 
power. It comes from Indianapolis. Mr.Collins 
tinds difficulty in getting a committee togeth- 
erto pass upon this machine, which, as itis 
the only one in the class, will undoubtedly se- 
cure tne prize.

The boys who yesterday morning on the 
curb were jumping for wheat at $1 57%4 tor De- 
cember had their enjoyment at the Fair sadly 
marred in the afternoon by learning that Chi- 
cago had busted. This mav account for the 
reason that several of them had to cut their 
hat-bands this morning to get their hats on. 


The gentleman who personated the spider 
with such success Tuesday night that he 
‘‘was applauded ail along the routs’’ has 
not fully recovered from the effects of the ex- 
posuie to the wintry blasts of his rather 
thinly-covered nether extremities. He doesn’t 
lift up his voice now with his usual vigor in the 
‘*pen.’ 


‘*‘Wheat is as elastic asa speculator’s con- 
science,’’ remarked an operator. ‘‘Chicago 
busts and we climb on top of our market to 
hammer her and she bends, but the con- 
demned thing won’t break, and when we get 
off of her she springs back like a piece of rub- 
ber.

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A MILITARY SCANDAL. 


Insubordination and Attempted 
Arrest in the National Guards. 


An Unseemly Squabble—A Court-Martial 
to be Held—Col. Chapman Talks. 


The breezy scene at the Armory Hall yester- 
day morning when the First Regiment National 
Guards assembled for the corner-stone parade 
has caused a flutter in military circles. A 


court-martial is to follow, when 
all the facts will be brought to 
light, and great interest will attach 


to the investigation. The differences have 
arisen upon the question of meninthe ranks 
seeking transfer from one company to anoth- 
er. About two months since the initiative was 
taken in this regard by Sergeant Filley, of 


Company A, Capt. Hazard, leaving that 
company for Company C. This 
was followed by the application of 


ten menin Company A for transfer to Com- 
pany C, Captain Duncan. The men in the 
ranks had personal preferences for Captain 
and subordinate officers and some wished to 
be associated in the same company with their 
own immediate friends. Upon the popularity 
and efticiency ofgthe Captain in each company 
depends largedy the strength and prestige of 
the company and its quality of . per- 
sonnel... The officers however, began to 
see difficulty and confusion arising from con- 
stant shiftings and changings, and the transfer 
business” Was fiot looked upon with much favor 
by some of them. Among the men transferred 
by leave from Company A to Company C were 
six of those who a few days since applied to 
6 Duncan for transfer to Company B,Capt. 
C.P.Walbridge. The necessary permission was 
not readily granted by Capt. Duncan, but the 
men assembled in the line of Company B yes- 
terday morning for parade under the impres- 
sion that there would be no opposition, as 
leave had previously been granted them to 
drill with Capt. Walbridge’s company, which 
is entered for the Little Rock contest. Capt. 
Dunean, however, had not consented to 
the formal transfer, and yesterday 
he demanded thatthe young men fall out of 
the line of Company B and take their places in 
Company C. They ignored the ordei, and 
Capt. Duncan next appeared with a squad to 
arrest them for a violationof martial law. 
The Captain seized one of the men by the lap- 
el, and the forcible attempt at arrest was at 
once resisted by the men in the ranks of 
Company B. It wasa momentary scuffle and 
hustie, followed by Capt. Duncan withdraw- 
ing his squad, and the matter was referred to 
Col. Chapman, who promptly ruled that the 
men of Company C intheline of Company B 
were to form in the ranks of their own com- 
pany or gohome. They chose to go home and 
marched down Fourth stteet, creating no little 
sensation. Complaints will now be entered 
by Capt. Duncan against the young men for 
disobedience of orders of their Captain, resist- 
ing arrest, etc.,and a court-martial will be 
ordered. Onthe other hand, acomplaint is 
to be entered against Capt. Duncan for assault 
on the part of the young man who was roughly 
handled im the attempt to force him out 
of line, and another qn! will be 
demanded in that case. Capt. Walbridge said 
this morning to a POST- DISPATCH reporter: ‘‘I 
much regret this whole affair, butI can not 
see, under the circumstances, bow I could 
have acted differently. Laid not solicit these 
young men tojoin my company. They came 
oftheir own accord. When consulted yester- 


day morning I told them that if 
they disobeyed Capt. Duncan’s orders 


they would have to take the chances of a ecourt- 
martial, adding that they could not be impms- 
oned for disobeying orders On parade and that 
no officer could coerce them into obedience of 
orders. In any case I told them that they 
must respect the orders ot the Colonel of the 
regimentjand then chose the latter alternative 
offered by the Colonel as soon as _ it 
was announced. Captain Duncan 
should not have acopted measures of 
coercion. He had norightto attempt to ar- 
rest or lay handsonaman. In times of actual 
service, however, there is a distinction. Upon 
a question of obedience on porade the Captain 
should have reported the matter to theColonel 
of the regiment and iithis case should have 
asked the Colonel to assign the men 
to their places in line. The 
Colonel’sorder would have been respected 
and an unusual conflict prevented. Capt. 
Duncan, in an excitable manner, made a for- 
cible attempt tocarry out his orders, and it 
was resisted in a momentary scuflle. Thatis 
all I care to say about the matter now.’’ 

Col. Chapman was found atthe Armory. He 
had read an account of the scuffle in a 
morning paper, and said: ‘‘This is no 
matter for the newspapers. It is 
a question of discipline and will be properly 
disposed of by court martial. You may rest 
assured that a complete investigation will be 
had as soon as possible. Section 5s of the 
militia law. provides that ‘‘the laws, articles 


of war, rules and regulations for the 
government of the army of the United 
States are hereby adopted and made 


apartof this act, exceptas herein otherwise 
provided or as excepted by order of the com- 
mamnder in chief.’ ’’ . 

The chief parties to the affair preserve a ret- 
icence, and decline to say anything untila 
military courtis reached. All the young men 
are comparatively new members of the 
Guards and are engaged in the various 
wholesale and retail establishments. The 
following names were given by Capt. Wal- 
bridge asthose of the offending party: Joe 
Bertero, WillKay, R. Harrison, J. MeGrade 
and H.Wagner. There were six in all.

THE PARALUNE. 
A Parisian Invention to Guard Beauty from 
the Rays of the Moon. 


From the New York World. 


The latest freak of fashionis the paralune. 
Visitors atthe French beaches during the last 
summer were surprised at seeing many ladies, 
while wandering in little groups on the sands 
under the moonlight, carrying their parasols, 
not rolled up and used as walking-canes, but 
expanded over their heads as though to pro- 
tect them from the ravs of the moon. 
Great was the surprise to learn that 
they were not really parasols, but paralunes. 
The pavralune, as its pame indicates, performs 
a Similar office to that of the purasol—the one 
zuards agatnst the sun, the other against the 
moon. The inventors of the paralune assert 
that the effect of the moon’s rays on 
the complexion is ‘very deleterious. 
The plumpest taces, they say, will grow 
thin and the delicate peach bloom of 
the cheek will pale and become yellow when 
long subjected to the action of the moon’s 
rays. Not alone willthe face lose color, it is 
said, but it will also becomedry and shriveled. 
The only device to prevent this is, of course, 
the paralune. 

The paralune resembles the common parasol 
except that it is covered with a thin, transpar- 
ent silk gauze, of the color best suited to the 
wearer scomplexion. Those most commonly 
used are pink, as the color lends a soft tint to 
the complexion, which losesits natural color 
under the pale lightof the moon. The frame- 
work is light, as a wind has not the same fatal 
effect on the gauze as on a solid silk web. The 
handles are light and delicately carved. The 
catings are generally made of silk, similar in 
color to that of the paralune. They were 
high-priced last season, as but very few were 
made. 

Dealers in fancy goodsinthis city have not 
as yet heard of his latest invention. Two or 
three of the leading importers had read about 
the article in the French papers, but their 
azents On the other side had not sent them any 
in their invoices, andit wasthe general opin 
ion thatthe fashion had notas yet taken so 
firin ahold on the French world as to warrant 
its introductionin America. A member ofa 
firm of importers told a World reporter yester- 
day that he had recently returned from Paris, 
where he had been making purchases for the 
falltrade. His attention had been called to an 
article about the’paralune in one of the Paris- 
ian fashion journals and he had examined it 
with great minuteness. He had not purchased 
any, as he considered it rather early to expend 
money for next summer’s stock of goods. He 
said: 

‘*l expect they will bein great demand dur- 
ing the next season in France, but it will prob- 
ably take another year before American ladies 
sport their paralunes at Newpert and Long 
Rranch. That they will become fashionable at 
the seaside 1 doubt, but I have the most san- 
guine hope that they will be generally seen on 
our streets in the near future. The reason for 
my thinking so is due to the general adoption 
of the electric light in the streets, theaters, 
hotels and restaurants. An interesting series of 
articles which appeared in the World a short 
time ago spoke of the deleterious effects of 
that light upon the complexion of some

and the eyesight of all people. Now the 
paralune will be the very article for use at 
night when one will have to livein a perfect 
blaze of electricity. I shall awatt advices from 
Paris in order to see if the paralune becomes 
common in the streets there, and if it does I 
shall not have the slightest hesitation in hav- 
ing a cese ofthem sent me. They will proba- 
asly cost a good deal at first while they are 
fashionable, and until some ‘imported ones’ 
are manufactured in the Bowery. When they 
come to be covered with mosquito-netting and 
used by the sbop girls, fashionable ladies will 
a. forget that they were ever in- 
vented.

THE COLLEGE PARISH. 


A Bone of Contention Among the 
Catholic Priests. 


The Vigorous Warfare Which They Have 
Waged Against Loyola’s Disciples. 


The sale of the block corner of Ninth street 
and Washington avenue, occupied by the 
Jesuits, has not yet been accomplished, but 
the Fathers are anxious for a purchaser and 
will move just as soon as one can be found. 
They have been considering this step for a 
long tine, and the combination of circum- 
stances that lead toit are curious. In the first 
place, the College Church, as itis called, has 
been quite a boneof contention tothe three 
contiguous parishes, St. Patrick’s, the Cathe- 
dral and St. John’s. 

The pastors of these churches, especially the 
former, have been kept in continual hot water 
because large portions of their flocks have al- 


wajs preferred to worship at the Jesuits’ 
Church and to drop their contributions inthe 
collection box o that place of ser- 
vice. When the late Fatner Archer 
was in charge of: St. Patrick’s, 
he frequently alluded to the matter from his 
altar, declaring thatthe muss at his church 
was just as good as that at St. Xavier’s, the 
proper name for the College, and making dire 
threats against any of his parishioners who 
should dare todo their sunday worshipping 
there. They continued to do so, however, and 
Father Archer never quite forgave the Jesuits. 
When he died, Father McCaffrey] succeeded 
himand he made a most determined war 
against the large number of his people who 
were stepping across the parish lines and using 
the Jesuits’ church. TheJesuits were repre. 
sented to bave said that the parish lines were 


only matters of convenience and 
made no essential differences, and 
Father McCaffrey vigorously combatted 


tl e~e Coctrinces from the a tur on several Sap- 
baths. ‘The Jesuits had a Sunday school which 
was Jarg: ly attended by children who belonged 
within the lines of St. Patrick’s bailiwick. 
One Sunday aiternoon the pastor of 
St. Patiich’s swooped down upon 
this school, an with the aid 
of a couple of his parishioners selected every 
boy and girl that belonged to his parisl, 
formed thein in line and marcbed them back 
home. The procession was nearly 100 strong, 
and was not more remarkable for the proud 
way in which theirate pastor stalked ut its 
head than for the teartul appearance of the 
little people whofollowed. Several Jesuits were 
in the Sunday scvool when the raid was 
made, but they only smiled as Father McUat- 
trey savagely made his selections and bade the 
children yo with him. Theyail returned on 
the foliowing Sunday. and the fight went on. 
The pastor of the Cathedral has aiso been ag- 
grieved, but has not been “as 
oOpeniv aggressive. Such is the case 
with the priests at St. John’s. The Jesuits 
were too popular, and the three parishes men- 
tioned buve been urging their removal. Arch- 
bishop Kenrick has at lust assented, and bas 
agreed to give the Jesuits a parish farther 
west, but the bounds have not vet been deti- 
nitely ixed. The Jesuits must go to preserve 
harnopvy among tite down-town parishes. 
They do not hkethe neighborbood anyhow, 
and are not at all sorry to leave it. The 
churchisone of the oldest in the city, and 
those who have worshipped there for the iast 
thirty years will sadly miss the old building. 
There is a likelihood of more troable in 
divicing up the abandoned parish. 

The bone of contention is the Lindell Hotel. 
Father Tobyn of the Catnedral is said to be 
Savguine that he would getit. This set Father 
McCaffrey on his mettle. He called on the 
Archbishop and he now tells his friends that 
that dignitary declared that Father Tobyn 
had botels enough already, and thatthe Lind- 
dell would goto st.
